touched and inflict a wound almost 
as dangerous as a rattlesnake bite are 
one of the features of some tropical 
jungles. The most common of these 
poison plants is the Jatropha ureas, 
known in Panama and other parts of 
Central America as the "ortiga brava" 
(the* cruel nettle). 
This plant 
is 


easily recognized and is iastinctrreij 
shunned by the native animals. 


Trunks, leaves, flowers and fruit ol 


the plant are covered with stinging 
hairs, which are in effect ioag tubes 
that are very brittle and break at the 
lightest touch. The poison is pro- 
duced by a cell v\hich, during growth, 
swells tip, forming a goblet-shaped 
bulb set into the surrounding tissue. 
'When the hair is touched is breaks in 
an oblique direction, forming a can- 
ntila which, enters the skin, and cos. 
poison is discharged directly into the" 
wound, the action being much lika 
that of the poison fang of a snake.

Dear Mr. Taylor: 


The announcements have just come 


to my table of the celebration of the 
Gettysburg 
Church. It 
carries us 


back to those happy days which we 
spent uith the dear people of Get- 
tysburg. The fne names of the com- 
snittee issuing the imitation are prc- 
cious names in our memories- 
Mrs. 


Gilchrist and I spent sc\eral years 
of very strenuous labor in the old 
First Presbyterian Church of Cincin- 
nati and felt the necesisty of escap- 
ing .from the turmoil of the city into 
a place of rest. Accordingly, when 
a letter came from Charles McCurdy 
asking us to consider Gettysburg it 
was almost a foregone 
conclusion 


that \ve would go into the quiet, 
peaceful and happy life with the Get- 
tysburg friends. 
"As I look back to the evening when 
I arrived at the railroad station, Mr. 
McCurdy 
and a few others were 


awaiting mv arrival and J went to 
be entertained at the McCurdy home, 
as happy a spot as one could land m 
after a clay's travel on the road. The 
next morning I went early to the 
church and "found 0\\en Robinson, 
the old negro sexton, waiting for 
me. apparently recognizing that this 
must 'be the new preacher. 
_That 


morning Owen looked more like a 
butler of a rich plantation home than 
ihe sexton of a Presbyterian church. 
I learned afterward that the snow- 
•\vhite vest which Owen wore was 
the special gift of a friend on Owen's 
request that he might be properly 
garbed to do his part in greeting the 
new preacher. By the end of |he 
first Sabbath I realized that I was in 
a new world, wholly different from 
the unrest of the western city, and 
in the years afterwards which Mrs. 
Gilchrist and I spent at Gettysburg 
T,\e learned the meaning of that dn- 
lerehce and found it was a difference 
of heart life, fellowship and friend- 
ship, and Christian love. When we 
entered Gettysburg for the three 
vears and 
two months of _ service 


•vhich we spent. Mrs. Gilchrist said. 
"'Now, let us not stay here long 
enoush to love these people so deply 
that leaving will be hard, or else let 


- us stav here permanently.'1 We _chd 


not do either. We were taken im- 
mediately into the heart life 01 the 
"songregation and leaving Gettysburg 
when at last God called us to the Pa- 
cific Coast, was the hardest thing 
we ever had to do. and to this day 


' ive turn back to those friendships as 


of the sweetest -\\e have ever known. 


The first duty upon the. field was 


to get acquainted -with all of the 
members. "After visiting some who 
-•.vere in town, on invitation we went 
TO soend the day with Mr. and Mrs. 
John McAllister. We arrived just m 
time for me to throw off my coat and 
Selp to get a load of hay in from the 
Seld out of the coming rain. 1 need 


sav that Mr. McAllister and I 


were open and Harvey Cobean, John 
McAllister and one or two others of 
the older men, would come to get 
their horses from the hitching rack, 
but would also come to the window 
ind we would pass the baby out. to 
be handed around and fondled by tne 
men one after another. ThK remi- 
niscence leads into the open field 01 
contact with all of the personel of the 
old church and is rich, and more 
than rich, in remembrance of the 
personal friendships and fellowships 
the \ery best that earth knovys.

When our Sunday School sessions 


\vere held in the basement of the 
church the primary class was ac- 
corded one corner.

" All personal belongings remain m 
the custody of the prisoner, but arms, 
horses and military papers can be con- 
fiscated, these constituting booty. 


Governments can put their prisoners 


of war to work, but only such work 
as accords with the prisoner's rank 
and capacity. Also the work must not 
be excessive or relate to military mat- 
ters, and in all cases must the labor 
be paid for. 


A prisoner always lives in hope or 


being exchanged for a prisoner of his 
own government. The exchange is ef- 
fected in accordance with agreements 
in which time, place and method of ex- 
change are fully detailed. This is gen- 
erally that of strict equivalents, man 
for man, rank for rank, disability for 
disability. 


An officer can obtain a greater free- 


dom of movement or certain privileges 
while being a prisoner of war if he 
makes out a parole, a written or verbal 
promise. An officer giving his -parole 
pledges his honor to refrain from a 
-particular course of conduct, and if he 
makes a breach of this guaranty he 
is liable to the extreme penalty.
